The early morning scene of the third day 
was not markedly different from that of 
Wednesday. 

Early arrivals were few. Distinguished 
men postponed their coming until the last 
minute. Delegations of whole blocks of 
States were tardy in coming. 

There was no incentive to be on the 
scene. 

The machine was carrying out to the let- 
ter its deal with capital.

THAT THE WAR IS OVER. 


FRED AND-ULYSSES POPULAR. 


Sons of the Old Commander Are Being 
Lionized and Have Booms for 
Second Place. 


A symptom of the healing of old wounds 
is a little episode that occurred Wednesday 
night. 

Col. Fred Grant and Gen. Longstreet, the 
grizzled Confederate leader, walked arm! 
arm out of the Lindell Hotel and attended a 
social function together. 

They laughed and chatted as they went— 
the son of the great Federal leader and the 
old war horse of the Confederacy. The 
spectators looked on in wonderment, but 
had no criticism to make, for they thought 
that it was good and pleasant for brethren 


to dwell together in unity. 

Col. Fred Grant and his younger brother, 
Ulysses. S. Grant. are attending the conven- 
tion, and are the observed of all observers 
wherever they go. 

Among the rank and file of the older Re- 
publicans there is an undying affection for 
the Old Commander. They never forego 
an opportunity to show their respect for 
the memory of the man who led mem to 
martial and political victory, so it is not 
surprising that the two “Grant boys,“ as 
they are affectionately called, have been 
the recipients of marked attention since 
their arrival in St. Louis. Veterans who 
followed the General's colors through many 
a thick and bloody fight struggle through 
dense crowds in the hotel lobbies to grasp 
the hand of ohe or the other of his sons. 

This homage is unsough by the brothers, 
for twe more modest and unassuming men 
are not in attendance at the convention. 

Their resemblance to their father is so 
striking that they are known wherever er 
go and cannot es the greetings whic 
are showered upon them from all sides. 

Though neither of the boys“ has ever 
taken a conspicuous part in —— poli- 
tics, both are prominently mentioned as 
candidates for the Vice-Presidency. Both are 
8 sons— Ulysses, of California, and 

Fred, of New York.

Much of 
his early life was spent in Galena, III., 
where his father embarked in the leather 
business and earned the name of The Tan- 
ner,“ which stuck to him all his life. *

t was in keeping with the entire conven- 
tion. A parade of McKinley men was or- 
dered by the boss. Therefore there was one. 
The clubs turned out, trudged almost sol- 
emnly through the streets in scattered, dis- 
orderly bands and went home. 

It wes pitiful. The red fire burned as 
brightly as in campaigns of old, but. tha 
was all. There was not one prolonge 
cheer from ether the marchers or the oo 
ple. The name of the hidden god at 
ton wos on their lips, but not in their d 
There was no wild spirit of *. to a 
personaiity of great magnetism. When 
they cheered it was from a sense of duty 
and not because they could not help it. 

And the rain made it all the worse by 
far. Hanna cannot control the heavens, 
and last night they spit at him in very 
disgust of his great machine of gold. What 
little cheer there might have been, died 
down as the rain drops fell, like & feeble 
fire in the open. 

The bands played as best they might, 
while the musicians slipped and stumbled 
on the Wet granite blocks, but there was no 
soul in the music.

Zehendr was immediscely behind and Nor- 
ton turned quickly and brought down on 
Zehendr’s head a hzavy glass jar which he 
carried in his hand. Zehendr fell to the floor 
unconscious anc the jar was shattered into 
a hundred pieces. *

CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW’S CAR. 


Marvel of Elegance and Taste for the 
Magnate’s Private Use. 

A glance into Chauncey M. Depew's pri- 

vate traveling car shows that the railroad 


magnate lives in comfort and elegance while 
on the road. Something like $40,000 was ex- 
pended in making this palace on wheels one 
of the best specimens of the car builder's 
art possible. Mr. — igh takes his annual 
tours over the railroad systems of the coun- 
try in this car; and recently he træveled 
about 10,000 miles, going twice across the 
continent, and when the car was turned 
over to the inspectors at the end of the 
journey for an overhauling not a nut or 
screw was found loose or out of order, and 
all that was necessary to prepare the car 
for another journey was to sweep and 
dust it. ' 

Mr. Depew is not a great lover of glitter 
and tinsel, and hence the exterior of his, 
car is not particularly attractive. When he 
travels he doesn't care to have the people 
of wayside stations where he may chance 
to stop flocking about and staring in at the 
windows to see what great man has come 
to town, and so the exterior of the car 
presents about the same appearance as 
other palace cars of the Wagner company. 
One has to explore the interior, to find 
luxury, comfort and elegance. 

The car is 74 feet long and is fitted with 
Westinghouse airbrakes, says the New 
York Sun, a steam whistle signal service 
to the engineer, steam heat, and an instru- 
ment which records the speed of the car. 
The indicator has often registered 85 miles 
an hour. 

At the rear of the car is the observatory 
section. It is a small room, luxuriously 
upholstered and furnished with easy chairs 
done in heavy plush. Large windows on 
the side and rear give a complete view of 
the passing scenery. Next in order come 
the staterooms. ese, in reality, are 
bedrooms, they are so large and commo- 
dious.

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ALARM SERVICE DESTROYED. 


Messengers Had to Run to the Engine 
Companies’ Headquarters to Give 
News of the Fires. 


The storm of Wednesday night caused 
much excitement in Carondelet and dam- 
aged many houses in a small way. Windows 
were broken and gables were injured. Two 
houses were struck by lightning and the 
entire fire alarm and police telegraph sys- 
tem was burned out. 

The storm, though of short duration, was 
the heaviest experienced in the extreme 
south end of the city for years.- Many of 
the more timid, particularly the women and 
children, thought that they were about to 
be visited by a tornado like to the one 
which devastated the district further north 
a few weeks ago. Hundreds of families 
sought safety in their cellars where they re- 
mained until the wind and rain ceased. 

The storm started about 7:30 p. m. with 
a heavy rain which continued to fall in 
torrents for twenty minutes. Then hail- 
stones, some of them as large as marbles, 
fell. At the same time jagged streaks and 
broad sheets of lightning. played through 
the darkened sky and were followed by 
terrifying pedals of thunder. 

This continued for nearly an hour and the 
excitement was great, as it was expected 
that each moment would bring a howling 
twisting tornado. 

The hail broke many windows, and light- 
ning struck in a half-dozen places. he 
wind also did some damage. In many

arge trees were twisted off and strewn in 
the streets. ;

Traffic 
on both lines was delayed for an hour. 

At Jefferson Barracks the wires on the 
loop of the Southern Electric Line were 
blown down and so wrapped about the cars 
that they could not be extricated. The 
line did not run cars for two hours. 

Almost the first Hash of lightning struck 
the police and fire alarm telegraph wires 
and burned out the connections. The First 
District Station is entirely cut off 
communication with any of the up-town 
districts, and also from the call boxes con- 
nected with it. 

The same condition prevailed all night 
with the No. 2 and No. 34 Engine-houses. 
The temporary connections which were es- 
tablished soon after the tornado of May 27 
were destroyed and the part of the city 
within the territory of these companies was 
at the mercy of the fire fiend. 

Lightning struck the house of Peter Lup- 
pens, 7608 Riley avenue, at 8:25 p. m. and set 
the roof on fire. An attempt was made to 
turn in an alarm at a nearby fire alarm box, 
but the box would not work. A member of 
the No, 34 engine company saw thelight from 
the burning use and summoned his com- 
rades. The apparatus reached the fire in 
time to extinguish it before much damage 
had been done. 

About the same time the house of Joseph 
Borrim, 7907 Water street, was struck by 
lightning which in some way started a fire 
in the kitchen. A police officer hurried to 
the No. 2 engine house and gave a Still 
alarm, That company extinguished the 
blaze with but $20 loss. 

For the rest of the night both fire com-
